How to make bingo cards: 
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You will need construction papeonet nm paper, 
depending on the style of bingo cards you should 
choose to make. Any color can be used. 


You may want to use a ruler and pencil or pen, or 
from any computer look for the appropriate website 
where blank bingo cards can be made. 


If you should make blank bingo cards using the com- 
puter and, with access to the Internet, find the web- 
site which has them, make sure al! squares inside 
each bingo card have identical sizes. (Some cards, 
with numbers already printed on them, will have in- 


_ side squares in the "B" column shorter than the other 


four columns following "B".) 


Use a generator to draw numbers that will be printed 
on each bingo card, such as a bingo dispenser with 
every number from B-1 to O-75, or if you have a com- 
puter or handheld, a software product where numbers 
can also be selected at random. 


In the center of each bingo card, use for the free space 
Square an X, an O, or the words "Free Space" but which- 
ever of these choices you make, or a choice of your own, 
the selection has to be the same for every card made. 


To make selections for the 24 numf "8 which would ap- 
pear on each bingo «ard, place each number selected at 
random in the appropriate column ( §, N, G, or O) from 
top to bottom, such as G-50 or B-8. (You would need to 
use, by suggestion, a marking pen with numbers that can 
be read by anyone.) 


7. Each number from B-1 to O-75 can only appear once on 
each card, and if a number selected at random appears in 
a column that is alre® “Seampleted, it will be ignored and 
the selections continue until all the squares (except free 
space) have a number. 


8. When a bingo card is completed, you will need to restart 
the numbers selected before making another card. 


9. Now you are ready to play bingo with the new cards just 
being made! (By suggestion, you should identify each bin- 


go card you have made by card number, such as 101, 102, 
103, etc., writing it small with a fountain pen.) 
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
